MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) Feb. 2.—The un- 
precedented rains in the lower Mis- 
sissippi Valley during the past ten 
days have raised all streams to over- 
flowing ard the in Arkansas 
and in Mississippi are one vast sea of 
water. Bridges have been washed 
away on several of the railroads and 
traffic is seriously delayed. 

In Arkansas. the damage from the 
flood will reach high figures. The 
Ouachita River rose thirty feet within 
thirty-six hours and the torrent of wa- 
ters swept everything beforé it. Many 
of the plantations and farms in that 
fertile valley have been submerged and 
’ outhouses and fences swept away. Rain 
has been falling almost steadily dur- 
ing the past forty-eight hours and the 
water will go still higher.

PUSHING THE CANAL BILL. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.— The special 
sub-committee on the Nicaraguan Ca- 
nal of the House Committee on Gom- 
merce, which has been delaying for 
some weeks the beginning of its work 
that President Cleveland might furnish 
Congress the report of the committee 
which visited the isthmus last summer, 
has concluded to wait no longer, and 
tomorrow will begin to draft a bill. 
The chairman of the Commerce Com- 
mittee, Mr. Hepburn, selected seventy- 
five members to compose the sub-com- 
mittee about three weeks ago. These 
gentlemen desired to have in hand all 


fore they recommended any plan for 
the House for constructing the canal; 
magveover, they thought their action 
might be construed into discourtesy 
toward the President if they should 
proceed independently of the views of 
the commission or should seem to ig- 
nore the commission. It is understood, 
however, that President Cleveland has 
been unable to find any time for 
studying the various phases, interna- 
tional, engineering and financial, which 
the canal project involves, because of 
the other matters of dominant impor- 
tance, notably the Venezuelan boundary 
and the maintenance of the gold re- 
serve which are been constantly. be- 
fore him since this Congress met. That 
is the report brought from the White 
House by members who have spoken 
with the President, urging him to use 
his influence in aiding the movement 
for government control of the canal. 

In view of the probability that Con- 
gress will reach an early adjournment, 
about the Ist of June, the committee 
fears to delay its undertaking longer. 
No forecast of the probable lines of the 
Canal Bill can be had from the seven 
members of the committee, as they say 
there has been no discussion yet ex- 
cept of a tentative sort, but they be- 
lieve that the plans which were before 
the last Congress can be improved 
upon. They believe that they will be 
able to report to the House within a 
month. If, in the mean time, the Presi- 
dent furnishes the report of the com- 
mission, that will be given due consid- 
eration.

DR. DUESTROW DOOMED, 


THE ST. LOUIS MILLIONAIRE IS CON- 
VICTED OF MURDER. 


Rivers and Har- 


His Second Trial for the Killing of 
His Wife and Child—A Hung Jury 
on the First Attempt, 
Speedy and Unanimous Verdict 
Yesterday. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

UNION (Mo.,) Feb. 2.—The celebrated 
case of Dr. Arthur Duestrow, the St. 
Louis millionaire, who has been on 
trial during the past month for the 
murder of his wife and baby boy two 
years ago, endcd today, the jury re- 
turning a verdict of guilty in the first 
degree. After arguments that took the 
greater part of Saturday and lasted 
until midnight, the case was given to 
the jury, the members of which went 
to rest without considering. This 
morning the jury took up the case and 
on the first bafiot found the defend- 
ant guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree. 

This is the second trial that Dr. 
Duestrow has had on the charge of 
murder, the first one resulting in a 
hung jury last year. The terrible crime 
with which He was charged was com- 
mitted in February, 1894. One day that 
month his wife and child were at home 
awaiting his coming to take a drive. 
When he came into the house Due- 
strow, who was drunk, began to abuse 
his wife, and finally shot her down in 
cold blood. He then picked up his 
three-year-old boy, and, holding it at 
arm’s length, killed ft with a pistol shot 
through the head. His wife lingered 
for several days and finally died. 

After his arrest, Duestrow, with the 
help of his fortune, tried to evade the 
consequence of his erime. Ex-Gov.

17 during the two inquests and the 
former trial, the defense put on the 
stand a number of the most prominent 
physicians in the State as experts, to 
prove Deustrow's insanity. - Eminent 
experts testified in behalf of the State, 
and throughout the trial there was an 
almost constant warfare between the 
opposing council. Arguments were 
finally begun on Saturday morning in 
a crowded courtroom. Those present 
were disappointed that the eloquent 
Gov. Johnson was not able to speak, 
being confined to his room with a 
sprained ankle. 

Judge Bolte, prosecuting attorney of 
Franklin county, began the arguments. 
He dwelt particularly upon the in- 
structions of the court given the day 
previous, explaining them in detail. 
Charles Noland, for the defense, spoke 
with eloquence, force and conviction. 
He directed his attacks against the 
State’s contention that the crime was 
due to drunkenenness and Deustrow’s 
desire to consort with lewd women. He 
was followed by Judge Gallenkamp, 
who roundly denounced the attempts 
of the defense to besmirch the names 
of the prisoner’s father and mother, in 
order to prove hereditary insanity, 
which attempt had been foiled. J. Wes- 
ley Booth, for the defense, argued that 
the worst that could be said of Deus- 
trow was that he drank hard and was 
a millionaire. 

Lee Merriweather’s denunciation of 
the attack made by the defense and 
his counsel upon the defendant's 
mother was most scathing. He also 
showed how criminal attorneys re- 
sorted to every means to plead for and 
acquit their clients. Again Col. Dryden 
closed for the defense and at some 


as unwarranted. 

Proscuting Attorney Zachritz, who 
was the last to speak, brought into 
play all his powers of ridicule, sar- 
casm and wit, and delivering a very 
effective address. The case then went 
to the jury. When the result of the 
jury’s deliberations were made konwn 
today Deustrow’s counse] said an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court would be 
made 


Deustrow received the verdict calmly. 
He sat smoking as the Judge read the 
paper handed in by the jury. As far 
as extenrnal appearances go, he was 
the coolest man among the twenty-five 
lawyers, reporters and citizens assem- 
bled inthe courtroom.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.~A special to 
the World from Caracas says that the 
trouble over the English railroad be- 
tween Guantana and Barcelona threat- 
ens to bring about a serious interna- 
tional complication. Superintendent 


White, who suspended the service, re- 


fuses to obey the orders of Minister of 
Public Works Bounal Serra to resume, 
and says that he will await instructions 
from London. The Minister has im- 
posed a fine of $100 a day until trains 
shall be run. 

This complication has provoked bit- 
ter comments here against English- 
men. Tue press say that British ac- 
tion regarding concessions in weaker 
countries is always unjust and arro- 
gant; that Great Britain is quick to 
claim damages and to enforce them 
with warships when resistance is im- 
possible and is never willing to comply. 
with the law. 

The press urges the government to 
pay the railroad nothing under the 
guarantee, which provides that the 
road must transport 300 tons of coal 
from the mines at Guantana before 
payment begins. At the time the rall- 
road ceased operations 300 tons had 
been moved. The present contract, it 
is held, however, demands that its 
transportation shall be continuous. 
The action. of the government imposing 
the $100 daily fine has given great sat- 
isfaction here. President Crespo has 
returned to Caracas and will remain 
here several days. 

AMERICA WOULD EXPLODE. 
‘LONDON, Feb. 2.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Washington, commenting 
upon the attitude of the Senate, says: 
Nobody can say what might happen 
should the Venezuela difficulty pass 
from the hands of the Executive into 
those of Congress. I re-affirm, with 
fuller knowledge than before, that there 
is a sincere desire for a friendly settle- 
ment at the White House and that 
Great Britain’s acceptance of arbitra- 
tion would be followed by an explosion 
of delight in America.”

A Reported Conspiracy to Deprive 
Him of the Same. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—(By Atlantic Ca- 


ble.) A dispatch to the Graphic from 
Berlin says: An intimate friend of Dr. 
von Boetticher, Secretary of State for 
the Interior, informs me that he is de- 
termined to resign immediately.” 

The correspondent of the Times at 
Berlin says: As confirming the in- 
trigue against Chancellor von Hohen- 
lohe, there appears the following semi- 
official statement: ‘The Emperor's 
speech of January 18 has been used by 
the agrarians, bimetallists and Bis- 
marckians.as the starting-point for an 
intrigue to compass Chancellor Hohen- 
lohe’s fall. The names of Gen. Count 
von Waldersee and von Talensleben are 
advanced as possible successors because 
it is feared the premature disclosure of 
the real candidate’s name would jeop- 
ardize the success of the scheme. 
There is not the slightest indication 
that Chancellor von Hohenlohe’s position 
is shaken,but these hopes are based on 
the Emperor’s desire for a larger navy, 
which the Chancellor disfavors.’ ” 

The Times correspondent adds that 
the name of the secret candidate above 
referred to is believed to be Count Her- 
bert von Bismarck, but it may be that 
his name is advanced only as a means 
to defeat the intrigue by connecting 
with it the name of a personage dis- 
tasteful to the Emperor. 

“Despite the assertion that Chancel- 
lor von Hohenlohe's position is un- 
shaken.” says the Times, “the. admis- 
sion that he opposes the Emperor on 
naval affairs looks threatening for his 
position.” 


‘BURIAL OF MOORE. 


It Was Done at Dead of Night and 
May be Undone .

The Sheriff of 
Campbell county, Ky., and all the de- 
tectives on both sides of the river are 
working on the case. Not a single ar- 
rest has been made and not a single 
suspicion has settled upon any man as 
the perpetrator, nor has any thread 
been discovered likely to lead to the 
identification of the woman.

Borch- 
grevin has taught the world pretty 
much all it knows about the great con- 
tinent which lies in southern polar 
seas, and if his plans now arranged 
are carried out, he will be able to tell 
much more after he gets back from 
an expedition which he is to undertake 
next winter. :

the south magnetic pole. He estimates 
that it will take him more than two 
years to do so, but he talks of the 
undertaking as if such a trip was to 
him nothing more than a little jaunt 
through Europe to an ordinary man.

The most difficult part of the matter 
has already been accomplished. That 
is the raising of the money. A com- 
mercial company has been formed in 
England for the purpose of whaling 
and getting cargoes of guano from the 
Antarctic regions. 
agreed to send out an expedition next 
September. Eleven scientists are to go 
with the expedition. We have char- 
tered the auxiliary steamer Jason, the 
whaler which took Dr. Nansen into the 
arctic regions. 

“We will sail for Cape Adare, which 
is on the new sontinent. We expect 
to get there by November 1. We will 
have another seventy-four-ton steamer 
and a naptha launch with us. The 
two steamers will leave us and return 
to Melbourne after whaling for a time. 

“With Norwegian friends, all ex- 
perts with snowshoes, I will start in- 
land from Cape Adare, and traverse a 
country that has never been entered 
by a human being as far as we know. 
We will go from Cape Adare to Culman 
Island, over the snow, and from there 
we contemplate a two-and-a-half 
months’ journey over the mainiand, 
traveling across the plateau of ice and 
the south magnetic pole. 

“On my previous expedition I reached 


much further south this trip unless 
I am very much mistaken. If the er 
pedition succeeds, the results to science 
will be the most important in many 
years.” 

Do you think there is a great con- 
tinent there or merely an island?“ 

“I am quite sure it is a continent, 
and one probably three times as large 
as all Europe,” he said very positively. 

“Rock specimens which I brought up 
have satisfied scientists that it is 2 
continent and not an island.” 

“To whom does it belong?” * 

“Well, England claims it.“ he replied, 
“When Capt. Sir James Clarke Ross 
landed on Possession Island. which is 
off the coast of the new land, more 
than half a century ago, from Her 
Majesty’s ship Erebus and Terror he 
took possesion of the mainland, which 
he never stepped upon, in the name of 
the Queen.”

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Feb. 2. 
—The ship Louis Walsh, from Callao, 
brought two of the crew, Steward 
Chase and Cook Mitchell, from the 
ship Parthia, which burned at sea sev~- 
eral weeks ago, 300 miles southwest of 
Juan Fernandez Island, The Parthia 
was coal-laden from Liverpool to San 
Francisco. 

The first intimation that the ship was 
afire was when a dense volume of 
smoke burst through the main hatch. 
Knowing that the coal full of gas, 
and apprehensive lest an explosion 
should occur, three boats, in charge of. 
Capt. Carter and the first and second 
mates, were launched and well-provis- 
loned. The same afternoon when the 
boats were three miles distant, the ship 
blew up and sank, Spontaneous com- 
bustion was the origin of the fire. 

For four days the three boats re- 
mained together, when a storm came 
on and the second mate’s boat was lost 
sight of. The seas filled the boats and 
all the crew couldde: was to keep them 
baled out. Then it was necessary to 
throw ovérboard all the men’s clothes 
urd nearly all the provisions. The 
captain and first officer’s boat reached 
Juan Fernandez Island and from there 
they were taken to Valparaiso by a 
Chilean man-of-war. 

The #2cond mate’s boat had a sévere 
test, and was fourteen days reaching 
Valparaiso. For six days they were 
without water or. David 
Jones, an American actor who was 
a passenger, became insane and 
was tied down for two days, when 
he died and was buried at sea. 
other occupants almost despaired 
reaching shore and were considering 
the advisability of resorting to extreme 
measures when a gentle wind sprang 
up and quickly carried. the noat to Val- 
paraiso, where the crew was taken 
ashore unconscious and nearly dead.

BREAKS AND BRUISES. 


Twenty People Hurt in an Electric 
Railway Accident. 
MT ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 2.—Twenty 
people were more or less injured to- 
day by an accident on the new Sutro 
electric road running to the Cliff 
House. A car loaded with about sev- 
enty-five people was bound in from the 
beach, and, while descending a steep 
grade, the motorman lost control of the 
car and it plunged down at a high rate 
of speed. The car jumped the track 
and plunged about fifty feet through 
the sand. 
Those of the passengers who were 
outside all jumped and they were the 
ones most injured. Broken legs and 
ankles, bruises and wounded scalps 
were numerous. Simon Roshland. a 
.wealthy:.wool-dealer,, had his left leg 
shattered, None of the passengers were 
fatally hurt, and the wounded were 
quickly rémoved to their homes. 

As it was the first pleasant Sunday 
in weeks there was an unusual rush 
or people to the Cliff, and bright and 
ezrly in the day all the lines leading 
oceanward, and particularly Sutro’s 
new- road, were taxed to their utmost 
capacity... The cars of the Sutro line 
ran jammed full, carrying from 70 to 
100 passengers each. . There’ were fif- 
teen cars in service and running under 
four minvtes’ headway. The car that 
was wrecked left the baths beund for 
the city at 1:30 o’clock with about sev- 
enty passengers on board. When 
Thirty-third avenue was reached the 
motorman stemed to lose all control 
of the car. There is a heavy incline 
to Point Lobos avenue at this point 
and the car went bounding down -the 
grade at a terrific rate of speed, some 
of the spectators claiming that it was 
* at least twenty-flve miles an 
our. 

Where Thirty-third intersects Point 
Lobos avenue, there is an abrupt curve 
of the tracks of the road into the lat- 
ter thoroughfare. Around this the big 
car, with its living freight, bounded 
unrestrained, and, when at about the 
middle of the curve, it left the rails

He jumped from the car, 
and in striking the ground shattered 
the bones of one of his legs between the 
knee and ankle.

All charters of 
vessels and sales of lumber must be 
effected through the Central Lumber 
Company, which regulates freights and 
puts the buying and selling price on all 
lumber, regulating, also, the product of 
each mill and the proportion of lumber 
each vessel shall carry during the

The first notice issued 
by the company was to advance the 
price of lumbér $2 a thousand. Last 
year the estimated product of the 
Coast was 600,000,000 feet, and this ad- 
vance will enhance the profits to mill- 
owners the coming year over $1,00,000. 
The deal was made to include manu- 
facturers, dealers and freight carriers. 
Members of the trust claim they have 
been manufacturing lumber for several 
years at actual cost and that the deal- 
ers in foreign and coastwise markets 
were reaping all the profits. Under 
the new prices they say, the employés 
will be paid better wages and the tim- 
bermen receive higher prices for their 
logs. Although capitalized at $10,000, 
no other corporation on the Pacific 
Coast cont such vast interests as 
the Central Lumber Company. More 
than 150 ocean sailing vessels come un- 
der their control.

Observation of J. A. Fillmore in Cali- 
fornia, Arizona and New Mexico.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 2.—Manager 
J. A. Fillmore of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad has returned from a. tour. of 
Southern California, Arizona and New 
Mexico. He says that the mining ac- 
tivity in the mountains adjacent to 
the Colorado desert is a marked fea- 
ture of the remote southeastern corner 
of the State. 

Between Salton Lake, a station on 
the line of the Southern Pacific, and 
Yuma, fully 500 mining men and pros- 
pectors are in the mountains locating 
gold-mining claims, orpreparing to erect 
mills to work gold-bearing quartz al- 
ready located. At one point in the 
neighborhood a 140-stamp mill is al- 
ready in operation, and a number of 
other mills are soon to be erected by 
miners living in Los Angeles, or who 
have financial connections either in Los 
Angeles or this city. He says the gold- 
mine ten miles back of Blaisdell which 
‘Was recently sold for $275,000, is being 
rapidly developed. The mine is about 
fifteen miles east of Yuma. 

In the eastern part of Arizona, he 
says, there is considerable activity in 
copper mining, particularly in the Globe 
district, out from Willcox, and the 
Shakespeare district, out from Lords- 
burg. These two districts are the prin-

Another Notable Opponent of 
Higher Education. 


He Shows Great Difference Between 
Man and Woman—The Boiling of 
Potatoes Better Than De 
Rerum Natura. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Feb. 2.—(Special Dispatch.) 
A new and distinguished enemy of the 
higher education of woman has arisen 
and, with a degree of courage, Which 
cannot fail to command admiration, 
enters a protest which will bring down 
a terrible storm of obloquy. He is Sir 
James Crichton Browne, the famous 
phyeician, who discusses in a current 
humber of a magazine, the English 
woman question, “Should Woman be 
Educated?” 

The article is a closely-reascned at- 
tack on the high-school training cf 
girls. At the outset he shows that the 
constitutional differences betwéen men 
and women are immense and far -reach- 
ing, extending from the cuticular ap- 
pendages to the marrow of the bones, 
and trom the crown of the nead (lor, 
according to the Broca, the femule cra- 
nium is less elevated than that of the 
male,) to the sole of the foot, (for, ac- 
cording to Delaunay, woman has the 
plantar arch flatter than that of man, 
which perhaps accounts for her par- 
tiality for high-heeled boots.) 
“Eulogists of girls’ high schools,“ 
he says, would have us believe that 
these institutions thave led forth a 
great host of girls from the wilderness 
of ignorance and inaptitude into a 
land flowing with wit and learning, but 
that is sheer nonsense. What they have 
done is to conduct them from the un- 
kept meadow of natural growth into 
the trim gardens of. artificial culture. 
Excellent are orchids and camellias 
in their way, but don‘t let us forget 
the buttercups and daisies. 
Two years ago I met in the coun: 
try a high-school girl, who was read- 
ng Lucretius for her recreation, but 
she failed lamentably in the task. I 
prescribed for her—boiling potatoes. 
Now, I am sure much more of the hap- 
piness and -wholesomeness of life 
hinges on the boiling of potatoes than 
on the interpretation of Lucretius and 
his dark and doubtful sayings. 
“Over-education has even developed 
A special malady among girls—gastric 
disorder, which is now so common. 
This induces headaches, and a head- 


_achy girl is likely to grow into an in- 


valid woman. Abnormal mental ac- 
tivity may develop into epilepsy. In- 
somnia may lay the foundation of in- 
sanity, and anaemia, at the growing 
period, may entail life-long debility.” 

This and much more this well-known 
physician writes in warning of the 


fairness to him, it may be well to point 
out that it is the English girls, not the 
American girls, whose incapacity for 
severe brain-training he discusses.

WIND-DRIVEN FLAME 


‘Big Philadelphia Business Blocks 
Fall a Prey. 

Two Million Dollars’ Worth of 

Property Gone. 


The Baptist Historical and Pallica- 
tion Sotieties Burned Out—Top 
Floors of a Hotel Consumed, 
Pianos and Paintings. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIID.) 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 2.—Chestnut 
stfeet, above Broad, was visited early 
this morning by one of the fiercest fires 
this city has known for years. The 
big seven-story block of C. H. Hazel- 
tine, Nos. 1416 and 1418 Chestnut street, 
and the adjoining five-story structure 
ol the Baptist Publication Society and 
the American Baptist Historical So- 
city, No. 1420, were destroyed. The 
buildings damaged by fire and water 
and falling walls were the four-story 
dry goods house of Homer, Leboutillier 
& Oo., Nos. 1412 and 1414, the dwelling- 
house at No. 1422, owned by: the Wis- 
tar estate and the Hotel Lafayette at 
Broad and Sansome streets. 

On either side of the main entrance 
to the Hazeltine building were the 


at No. 1416, and of Steinway & Co. at 
No. 1418. The two Baptist societies lost 
large and valuable collections of paint- 
ings, books and curios. The detailed 
losses have not yet been made up, but 
a conservative estimate places the ag- 
gregate at close to $2,000,000. It is 
thought that this is almost fully cov- 
ered by insurance. There were about 
two hundred and fifty guests in the 
Lafayette Hotel, which is in the “rear 
of the destroyed buildings. 

Only the eighth and ninth floors of 
the hotel were burned, although the 
back part of the building from cellar 
to roof was badly damaged by smoke 
and water. It had only been recently 
opened by a new management, after 
thorough renovation. 

It was shortly before 3 o' clock when 
Policemen Rice and Howard, while pa- 
trolling their beats, detected the smell 
of smoke. They straightway ran to 
the Lafayette Hotel and went m 
floor to floor, looking for fire. When 
they reached the sixth, a flerce blaze 
met their sight. It was in the rear of 
the Hazeltine building, which reached 
dangerously near the back of the ho- 
tel building. An alarm was struck 
immediately, but before the first en- 
gine could reach the scene a strong 
west wind had carried the flames 
throughout the entire building. A 
dozen lines of hose were turned on the 
Chestnut-street front, but the light 
wood and paper which stocked the sec- 
ond, third and fourth floors, were easy 
food for the flames. The upper part 
of the building was known as the Ha- 
zeltine art galleries. Many leading ar-

At 4 o’clock the walls began to col- 
lapse, and the flames spread on the 
east of the place to Homer Le Boutil- 
lier & Co., and on the west to the Bap- 
tist Publication Society’s quarters. A 
general alarm was turned in, and the 
firemen directed most of their energies 
to preventing the destruction of thé en- 
tire block, which was for a time threat- 
ened. The upper portion of the La 
Fayette Hotel was ignited by sparks

confined to the eighth and ninth floors 
The fire was not centrolled until after 
daybreak, and lines of hose are still 
playing upon it. | 

The Hazeltine building was valued at 
$300,000 and was fully insured. It was 
erected in 1888, and the first two floors 
were fireproof. The loss on paintings 
on the second floor is between $300,000 
and $400,000, uninsured. Among those 
destroyed were two by H. G. Selous, 
valued at $30,000 each, and one by Rob- 
erts-Fleury, valued at $10,000. 5 

There were thirty-nine offices in the 
building, occupied mainly by artists, 
lawyers and dentists. Drs. Edward & 
Curry, dentists, on the third floor, lost 
a collection of South American curios 
valued at $10,000, partly insured. The 
valuable stock of pianos in the stores 
was destroyed, but the amount of this 
loss has not yet been estimated. 

The Baptist Publication building and 
stock were valued at $400,000; insur- 
ance not given. The Historical Society 
lost 10,000 volumes, valued at $200,000 
and insured for $25,000. Dr. Wayland, 
the eminent divine, also lost a valuable 
private library on which there was no 
insurance, and Dr. T. C. Stolmoyer lost 
$4000. The losses on the Homer-Le- 
Boutillier and Lafayette buildings have 
not yet been estimated, e origin of 
the fire has not yet been learned.

STABBED SIX TIMES. 


SATURDAY’S CUTTING AFFRAY AT 
SAN PEDRO. 


Chris Carlson Marderously Assaulted 
by Charles Williams—Both Men 
are Sailors and Had a Drunken 
Quarrel. 


Sheriff Burr and Under Sheriff Cle- 
ment went to San Pedro yesterday to 
investigate the cutting affray which 
occurred there Saturday evening. They 
found the injured man, Chris Carlson. 
doing as well as could be expected of a 
man who had six knife wounds in dif- 
ferent parts of the body. Charles Wil- 
Hams, the man who did the cutting, 
they did not find atall, as he packed his 
grip and left for parts unknown. soon 
after the cutting. 

The affray occurred about 6 o'clock 
Saturday evening. a short distance 
from the boarding-house where the men 
were living. Both were under the in- 
fluence of liquor, especially Carlson, 
who admits that he was quite drunk. 
He has hopes of recovering and is 
rather reticent about the cause of the 
trouble. All he would tell the Sheriff 
was that there was an old grudge 
between him and Williams. They had 
some words when they met on the street, 
and Williams drew a long-bladed pocket 
knife and stabbed him six times. 

The injured man was picked up by 
some men who witnessed the stabbing 
from a short distance, and carried to 
his room in the boarding-house, about 
one hundred feet distant. Dr. Weldon 
was called and examined the wounds. 
The worst was a cut four or fice Inches 
long between the shoulder blades, 
which penetrated the lungs. A lesser 
stab was on the right side of the neck, 
one on the left breast, one on the ribs 
on the left side of the body, one on the 
right arm near the elbow and one on 
the forehead above the right eye. The 
only one that is dangerous is the cut 
in the back, which might prove fatal, 
but, as the patient has a strong con- 
stitution, Dr. Weldon thinks he will 
pull through. 

Williams, the stabber, walked quietly 
away, after his bloody work, none of 
the spectators attempting to detain 
him. While the wounded man was be- 
ing carried to his room, Williams pro- 
ceeded to his own room, only a few 
doors distant. Wulle the doctor was 
sewing up Carlson’s wounds, Williams 
was washing the blood off his hands; 
then he changed his clothes, packed 
his grip and left the house by way of 
the back stairs. The landlady peeped 
through the keyhole and watched his 
preparations to leave, but did not tell 
Dr. Weldon or any of the officers until 
he had made his escape. The fugitive 
is alleged to have been seen at Wil- 
mington and Long Beach as late as 11 
o’clock Saturday night. The officers 
have a good description of him and 
think he will be caught. 

Carlson, the injured man, is a sailor, 
about 35 years old, and has ‘lived at San 
Pedro for several years. Williams is 


nearly 50 years old, but looks much a 


younger. He came to San Pedro about 
four months ago, as mate of a schooner, 
from which it is alleged he was dis- 
charged for assaulting one of the crew 
with a knife. He is said to have a very 
quaprelsome disposition.

The Fiesta Committee wants to 
raise $25,000. A part of this is is needed 
to pay the last debts of the fiesta of 
1895.

For the remaining $500 the 
fiesta authorities will have to wrestle 
hand-to-hand.

Almost everyone Ras given more 
this year than last. 


B. Volkmer of this city nes begun 
work on the day floats. To secure real 
variety, there will not only be different 
floats for the day and night parad 
but different men will design and build 
them, Mr. Volkmer has the assistance 
of a number of skilled Los Angeles 
decorators. Last year the ornaments 
on the floats were merely painted upon 
canvass. This year the ornamentation 
will all bé in modeling, and actual, not 
simulated, relief-work.

TRUTH ABOUT THE FROST. 


The detailed and carefully-compiled 
report on the orange situation in 


Southern California, published in The 


Times last Thursday, has attracted wide 
attention. Several leading orange grow- 
ers—some of them Riverside produ- 
cers—have been pleased to say that it 
is the most valuable article relating to 
the orange-growing industry ever pub- 
lished in a Southern California paper, 
while other prominent Riverside grow- 
ers admit that it was a fair and con- 
servative presentation of the facts. 

It was reserved for a few misguided 
and malicious journals—apparenty sup- 
posing that loyalty to a section con- 
sists in being ready to lie about it— 
to meet this report, not with fair criti- 
cism, but with abuse of The Times. Not 
a single proof has been adduced to show 
that any of the statements presented by 
The Times are inaccurate. On the con- 
trary, these journalistic Jehus, in their 
wild floundering outside of the beaten 
road of truth, have succeeded in mak- 
ing the situation appear far worse than 
it was shown to be in these columns. 
The Riverside people would do well to 
call off their dogs—to muzzle their 
champions of suppression, misrepresen- 
tation and silence. . Perse 

The Times does not speak for the 
Riverside orange growers alone, but for 
the orange industry of Southern Califor- 
nia as a whole, which has suffered so se- 
verely during the past few years from 
shipments of frozen fruit, most of 
which has come from the lowlands of 
Riverside. Were The Times a Riverside 
paper, however, it would certainly have 
not hesitated to adopt the same course, 
not only in the interest of truth, which 
must in the end prevail, but in the in- 
terest of Riverside. That community 
is, as we have shown, a great sufferer 
by the frequent shipments of frozen 
fruit from the lower lands that com- 
prise not more than a third of River- 
side's eſtrus Area; now: supplied! with 
water. * 

We have shown that not only is the 
eastern market demoralized, and South- 
ern California orange growers seriously 
injured in purse and reputation by these 
frequent shipments of frozen fruit, but 
that an impression is rapidly spreading 
among outsiders that all of Riverside 
is a dangerous location for orange 
growers, whereas the truth is that of 


some 20,000 acres of land—of which a 


third is not yet planted—there is about 
twelve thousand acres upon which the 
culture of citrus fruits is a safe busi- 
ness proposition. It was evidently the 
interest as well as the duty of the Riv- 
erside papers to have made these facts 
plain years ago, but, through a mis- 
taken policy, they left it for The Times 
to fulfill the task. 

As we have shown, the area of or- 
ange groves seriously affected by frost 
every few years is confined to a tract 
about three miles square, in the older 


and lower section of Riverside, where | 
orange trees should never have been 
_ planted. This is an absolute fact, that 


admits of no refutation. and must be 
faced, in justice to the orange-growing 
industry of Southern California, includ- 
ing Riverside itself, How frequent and 
serious this damage has been is shown 
in a.communication on the subject of 
Frost Protection, 
known orange grower, J. E. Cutter, 
published in the Riverside Press of Jan- 
uary 31. Mr. Cutter shows that during 
the sixteen years from 1880 to 1895, in- 
clusive, there have been six occasions 
when “damaging frost was general” at 
Riverside—in March, 1880; January, 
1883; February, 1883; December, 1891; 
January, 1894, and December, 1895. 
Thus, during the past five orange sea- 
pons, there have been three in which 


damaging frost was general at River- 
side, and, as Mr. Cutter remarks, in re- 
ferring to those occasions: “How vast 
has been the loss!“ 

This is certainly a far more damag- 
ing and gloomy presentation of the 
Riverside orange-growing situation 
than The Times ventured to make in 
its conservative report of last Thurs- 
day, but coming from a prominent citi- 
zen of Riverside, it must be presumed 
to be authentic, Surely, no fair- 
minded man will haye the effrontery 
to claim that all portions of a section 
in which “damaging frost was gene 
ral,” three seasons out of five, can be 
considered suitable or safe for the cul- 
tivation of citrus trees. To some por- 
tions this verdict does not apply; as 
to those sections, let them be exempt 
from unfavorable judgment. 

It may be that, as Mr. Cutter sug- 
gests, some successful method of fight- 
ing frost with water or fire will be dis- 
covered, although it must be confessed 
that experiments hitherto made in this 
direction have not proved encouraging. 
Failing this, it is time for the River- 
side people, in their own interest, to 
make some change in those lower sec- 
tions of the settlement in which frost 
does such frequent damage. It would 
pay them to subscribe a fund to remu- 
nerate owners for the removal of trees 
that give Riverside a bad name as an 
orange-growing section. In any case, 
the orange growers of Southern Califor- 
nia will see to it that the shipment of 
frozen fruit, whether under the brands 
of the district producing it, or other- 
wise, shall be stopped pped by leg- 
islative enactment, if necessary. It 
cannot longer be tolerated that this 
great and promising industry shall be 
endangered by the misfortunes of a 
section which represents not more than 
10 per.cent of the orange groves of 
Southern California, and within a few 
years will not represent half that per- 
centage. 

As The Times has shown, damage 
has been done in some other orange- 
growing sections, just in proportion 
as the planting of orange groves, 
through the selfish greed of land-own- 
ers and real estate agents, has been 
pushed outside of the safety line. It is 
the manifest interest and duty of every 
community to expose and prevent such 
attempts to mislead buyers as to the 
adaptability of land for citrus fruit. In 
some cases the names of noted orange- 
growing sections have been appropri- 
ated by speculators. Thus, west of 
Highland, where oranges of-remarkable 
excellence are raised, a tract was ‘aid 
out and called “West Highland.” It is 
no more a part of the Highland citrus 
belt than Old San Bernardino is a part 
of Redlands, Young orange trees in the 
tract referred to were badly frosted in 
December, and, of course, Highland is 
likely to suffer somewhat in reputation 
among strangers through the similarity 
of name. 
| Once more summing up the situa- 
tion: The damage done to oranges by 
the frost of December was mainly con- 
fined to.the lower and oldest section 
‘of the Rivérside settlement, where trees 
were planted, over twenty years ago, 
in a location that is now recognized as 
unfit for citrus culture. Outside of this 
district, the damage in Southern Cali- 
fornia will not amount to 10 per cent., 
and is confined to those places where 
the planting of orange trees has been 
pushed outside of the local citrus belts, 
the limvits of which are*Rew fairly well 
understocd. Within these limits not an 
orange has been damaged in Southern 
California this season.

THE WRIGHT . LAW. 


Magnificent Arguments Before 
the Supreme Court. 


Harrison’s Presence in Washing 
ton Roused Political Gossip. 


Dead Kittens in Mail Bags—House- 
to-house Mail Collection—The 
People Are Bidding for 
the Bonds. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON O. C.,) Jan. 24.— 
The press reports have treated fully of 
the appearance of ex-President Harri- 
son before the Supreme Court in the 
famous Tregea case involving the con- 
stituionality of the Wright irrigation 
law of California, which has been cop- 
led by several other Western States. 
Gen. Harrison is a ready speaker, and 
no place does he show at better advan- 
tage than in the courtroom. As Dan- 
iel Webster was the proudest of his 
forensic efforts, so Gen. Harrison can 
justly claim even a greater preémi- 
nence as a lawyer than as a@,stump 
speaker or statesman. His argument 
in favor of the law was one of the 
most convincing ever heard in the Su- 
preme Court, and was listened to with 
the. greatest attention, especially by 
the three justices who owed ‘their ap- 
pointment to him. Gen. Harrisofi was 
not engaged in the case when he was 
in California, but is of counsel for 
‘western bondholders. careworn: 
look that he wore when President has 
passed away, and he appears ten years 
younger than he did three years ago. 
Judges Rhodes and Wright of Califor- 
nia and Judge John F. Dillon also 
made powerful arguments, and while 
it is not safe to predict what a court

his nomination.

Second Assistant Postmaster-General 
Neilson will be the most unpopular man 
in the United States by the - time the 
present Congress .gets through with 
him. Not only has he turned the mail 
bag repair shop: into a. “sweat-shop” 
of the worst order, but he buys bags 
originally made by conviets in the 
Kings county, New York Penitentiary. 
The starvation prices paid for piece 
work have caused widespread indigna- 
tion and a few other facts have devel- 
oped that are not savory. Bags that 
should be thrown away are mended in 
order to save a few pennies. One who 


no idea of the filth and dirt about them. 
In the big postoffices where the bags 
are thrown away in a corner, it is not 
uncommon for à kitten to climb in the 
top or through a hole in the side and. 
go to sleep. Other bags are thrown on 
top of this sack and the kitten is 
smothered. Then in two or three 
months the whole assortment of bags 
is sent to the repair shop and the dead 
kitten is found for the first time. It is 
not an infrequent occurrence that an 
unfortunate mail clerk is killed in a 
wreck and his mangled body thrown on 
the sacks. They come to the girls to 
be repaired, clothed with blood and 
sometimes with human flesh adhering 
to them. And yet so careful is Mr. 
Neilson of the government finances that 
these sacks are not thrown away, but 
are repaired, a fact as to which he 
deigns no explanation but vents his ill 
humor upon newspaper men who in- 
quire into the facts, saying that he 
runs the shop as he would his own 
business, for the best interests ot the 
government, and he proposes to con- 
tinue to do so. The matter will be 
thoroughly investigated by Congress 
and a strong effort made to remove this 
over-zealous and inhuman economist. 


The order of Postmaster-General Wil- 
son to test the house-to-house mail 
collection plan in twenty-five cities, in- 
cluding San Francisco and Tacoma, 
will arouse general interest. It is ex- 
pected that it will be extended to all 
free-delivery cities. The idea originated 
with Postmaster-General Wanamaker 
and was being tried in several cities 
when Postmaster-Genera] Bissell abol- 
ished it. There were over 1200 inven- 
tions taken out for mail-box devices 
when Postmaster-General Wanamaker 
gave notice to inventors to send them. 
These were referred to a committee, 
who recommended six es worthy of a 
test. The device receiving the greatest 
attention was for a door slot With 
wind and water-tight automatic cover- 
ing. It is attached to the inside of a 
door and through a slot the carrier de- 
livers the mail. The occupant of the 
house can deposit his mall from the in- 
side and an automatic signal arises on 
the outside to tell the collector that the 
box contains something for him. 

The tests have shown that time is 
saved to the carriers and that house- 
holders appreciate the system as a 
great convenience to them.

“JAILS AND JAILBIRDS. 


FALLING OFF OF — 18 
THE CITY BASTILE. 


Not so with the County Gaol-—Youths | 
of Tender Years, Locked Up in 
with Hardened Criminale— 
10 of Reform. 


— 


There were in the City Jail yesterday 
only eighty-five prisoners, the smallest 
number incarcerated there at any one 
time in three months. The number bas 
been materially diminished by the re- 
cent escape of some of the long-timers, 
but aside from this, the falling off of 
prisoners is unprecendented for the 
‘winter months. This is not due by any 
means to a relaxation of vigilance on 
the part of the police, nor is it to be 
accounted for altogether by a hiatus 
in the commission of crime. The policy 
‘of giving vagrants found sleeping in 
box cars, barns, and other places not 
intended for such purposes, floaters and 
sending them out of town, probably ac- 
counts M a great measure for the fact 
that there are rooms to let in the City 
Bastille. 

It is owing to the failing off in pris- } 
oners that the branch jail at Boyle 
Heights, which was leased and pre- 
pared for the reception of prisoners at 
considerable expense, has never been 
utilized. The capacity of the old City 
Jail is about one hundred and thirty 
prisoners. There was more than this 
number of inmates when the agitation |. 
for a.branch jail was begun. The 
‘heads of the Police Department antic- 
ipated that the number of prisoners 
would be swelled to at least two hun- 
dred before the winter was over, but 
in this théy were very agreebaly disap- 
pointed. The city is reatly the gainer 
by many hundred dollars, in spite of 
the fact that a few hundred dollars 
were expended in fitting up a branch 
jai for which it has had no use. The 
two officers appointed by the Police 
Commission to have charge of the 
branch jail, have been doing special 
duty. as patroimen, and are paid only | 
for service actually performed, so there 
is no leak in that direction, as had 
been generally apprehended. - 

The County Jail is much more con- 
gested at the present time than the City 
Jail, Sheriff Burr having, all told, yes- 
terday, 119 boarders. Some of the 
tanks are most uncomfortably crowded. 
The majority of the county: prisoners 
are short-term men, sent in from the 
rural districts for petty larceny, dis- 
turbing the peace and vagrancy, and 
as fast as any go out, others come in 
to take their places. The number 
varies from 100 to about 130. 

A feature that is badly needed in 
both jails is a cell set apart exclusively 
for juvenile prisoners. Under the pres-

The Highest and Central Act of 
Christian Worship.

Christ’s Definition of a Christian. 
Gospel of Freedom. 


What Have We to Repent of ?—Devo- 
tion to the Blessed Virgin—Arcit- 
dencon Webber Preaches to 
the Young Men. 


Rev. B. W. R. Tayler at St. John’s 
Episcopal Church preached yesterday 
morning on the Holy Eucharist as the 
highest and central act of Christian 
worship. There are four distinctive as- 
pects of the Holy Eucharist, which are 
presented to use in God’s word, namely, 
commemorative, sacrificial, obligatory 
and as a means of grace. Passages 
from the New Testament were quoted 
in support of these views. Many peo- 
ple hold a one-sided and therefore im- 
perfect view of a many-sided subject. 
From the gross carnalism with which 
certain Christians have invested the 
Eucharist, to the vapory negations of 


gulf, and it is between these extremes 
that the truth lies, the truth which the 
Bible enshrines and which our Holy 
Catholic Church has ever taught. 

A glace at the prayer book will show 
that the church gives emphasis to the 
Holy Eucharist as her chief act of di- 
vine worship. She provides for its cele- 
bration each Lord’s day, each of the 
holy days, at every special gathering of 
clergy and laity in convention, at every 
consecration of bishop to the order of 
the episcopate, at every ordination of 
priest and deacon. The question ‘is 
often asked by the outsider, “Why 
should there be so many and so fre- 
quent celebrations of Holy Eucharist?” 
And the answer is a fourfold one. 
First, because by it she commemorates 
the sacrifice of Christ on Calvary. 
Secondly, there is the sacrificial aspect.. 
“This do in remembrance of me,” is & 
poor translation of what literally 
should be “Offer this as a memorial of 
me.“ We therefore offer as a present to 
the Father this memorial sacrifice, 
pleading before Him the merits and the 
efficacy of the original sacrifice. We 
offer to th Father a memorial sacrifice 
representing to Him the one great sac- 
rifice, and offering ourselves in union 
with that sacrifice; offering our souls 
and bodies as a “reasonable holy and 
living sacrifice,’ When we fully un- 
derstand and assimilafe this aspect of 
the Holy Eucharist, the Puritan cus- 
tom of non-communicants leaving the 
church just when that memorial offer- 
ing is to be made to God, will die out 
from feelings of pure reverence if for no 
other reason. To come to church to 
hear a sermon, to listen to the preach- 
ing of the ever-blessed gospel, is no 
doubt a great privilege, but it pales in 
comparison with the privilege of tak- 
ing part in this great eucharistic inter- 
cession when the one great high priest 
Jesus Christ, joins with us in pleading 
the merits of the sacrifice on Calvary. 


of the Holy Eucharist. There is no 
record of any dispensation being given 
by God to professing Christians to ab- 
sent themselves from His altar. Every 
Christian should aspire to it. For those 
who profess to be followers of the Lord 
Jesus, and who are frequent attendants 
at the ordinary services of the church, 
to be content to remain in the lower 
circles of the Christian life without 
hoping and aspiring to kneel at the 
altar some day in devout reception of 
that holy sacrament, betokens either 
a stunted conception of Christ’s teach- 
ings, or a stubborn and unteachable 
will. In every walk of life men and wo-

The 
church repudiates that view of the sac- 
rament of the altar that only the per- 
fect and holy and righteous should 
come to it. The altar service is not so 
much a place for the profession of good- 
ness as it is a place for the confession 
of sins. | | 

When we understand and assimilate 
these teachings of the church regard- 
ing the central act of Christian wor- 
ship the Holy Eucharist, we shall not 
have the irreverent spectacle of Chris- 
tion believers turning their backs upon 
the holy mysteries and leaving the 
church just as soon as the sermon is 
over. We shall not stand aghast at 
the comparatively few who attend our 
early Eucharist while the altars of the 
chureh of Rome are thronged with 
worshippers. But we shall enshrine it, 
as the Greek and Latin branches of 
the church have done, as our best and 
most-loved service. .We shall insist 
that the bread and the wine be of the 
purest and best; that he who stands 
and offers this memorial be called, as 
he is called in the prayer-book, a 
priest; that every accessory for teach- 
ing this truth shall be provided, and 
that every child of God shall claim 
and exercise the right to be present 
at least as a worshiper, if not an ac- 
tual communicant, whenever the 
church administers to her children this 
spiritual food and offers to Almighty 
God this service.

A sermon on Christ's Own Defini- 
tion ot a Christian,” was preached yes- 
terday morning by the pastor, Rev.

The follower 
of Christ must love truth above all 
things. He must give up opinions, be- 
liefs, creeds, and all other things that 
may be very dear to him, if they in 
any way would prevent him from dis- 
covering and living the truths of re- 
ligion and morality. Many people shut 
their ears lest they might hear some 
truth that would modify, or sweeten, or 
spiritualize, their inherited, or acquired 
beliefs. A disciple of Christ will not 
gratify the morbid cravings of his pas- 
sions. Our passions are divine gifts 
from our Creator, and they have their 
natural uses; but we must neither 
abuse nor pamper them. If a man’s 
parents, or brothers and ‘sisters, or 
friends, whom he loves, should strive 
to hinder his progress in religion and 
morality, he must, in order to follow 
Christ, give them up. Christ teaches 
this very plainly. Christ loved His 
mother; and, on the cross in all His 
physical suffering, he requested His be- 
loved disciple to take her to His home. 
He suffered neither His mother, nor 
His brothers, nor Peter, to influence 
Him against the mission which God 


ho was a classmate in college with ) 


gave him.

Christ's yoke is easy, 80 
far as conventional, unnatural, and 
burdensome, rites and ceremonies are 
concerned; but his religion is very 
hard. We must carry the cross with 
Christ through good and bad report. 
We must strive to live sinless and pro- 
gressive lives, Instead of sacrificing 
Christ, or of consenting to His mur- 
der, we must suffer with him, sacri- 
fice our selfishness, and die, if need 
be, rather than dishonor His gospel. 
Many persons attend churches for the 
sake of relatives and friends, for the 
sake of influence, position, reputation, 
sociability, and not for the sake of 
truth and right. A man’s conduct is 
the test of his Christianity. His char- 
acter is his real creed. The tree is to 
be judged by its fruit. 

Are not these just words of Christ 
a terrible rebuke to those who deny 
the good works of men and women who 
wear not the same denominational la- 
bel? “The hour is coming and now 
is,“ when a man will be judged by his 
life, and not by the creed, or specu- 
lations, of somebody else. While the 
life of a disciple is hard, yet he may en- 
joy all the innocent and healthful rec- 
reations Of our earthly existence. Christ 
attended banquets, drank wine, ate and 
enjoyed good food, and. wore fine 
clothes. In fact, His enemies called 
him a glutton and a wine-bibber, and 
a friend of publicans and sinners, be- 
cause he lived a natural and healthy 
life among the people. According to 
Christ’s example, a Christian is neither 
an ascetic, nor a faster, nor a fanatic, 
nor à fool, nor a blasphemer of the 


good lives of those who belong to an- 
other sect.

Day: 

“Repentance, in, the scripture sense, 
includes both regret and reformation. 
Both are an absolute essential to all 
true repentance—grief over the dis- 
honor to which the soul has consented, 


purpose, Judas, in remorse, hanged 
himself; Peter, m penitence, made a 
better man of himself. ' | 

What have we to repent of? Every 
gross sin, certainly; violations of the 
wholesome laws of the land; disregard 
of the common decencies; all immoral- 
ities, dishonesty, cruelty, the work of 
the scandal-monger, the hypocrite, the 
betrayer. But what have they to re- 
pent of who are honorable, kind, indus- 
-trious; who stand for the welfare of 
the community; who can be trusted, 
and are esteemed for their many ex- 
cellencies? Gross badness is not nec- 
essary to give an occasion for the 
work of redemption. The work of per- 
fecting men has need of its utmost 
among and in the best of men. Truth, 
kindness, cleanness are pearls where- 
ever and in whomsoever found. Moral- 
ity is essential to Christianity. But, as 
a practical, present historical fact, 
there is much in the most cultivated, 
most pleasing life that calls for repent- 
ance. 

In general, whatever in us that our 
moral judgment condemns, and the 
cleaner, nobler the life, the clearer is 
that moral sense. There is much of 
this sort in our words, deeds, motives, 
consents, denials, excuses, treatment of 
impulses and convictions, Human na- 
ture at best has its breaks; no wrong 
is too little to pass unheeded. A human 
being is too imperial, and God is too 
great to pass with indifference any tar- 
nish of wrong-doing. And, had we 
come to disbelieve in a Supreme Being, 
the call,to repentance would still be 
upon us. If there is no God above us, 
there is a man within us; if there is no 
divine law, there is a high human law 
written on our hearts;, if there fs no 
all-seeing eye, there is our own eye 
looking outward; if no one else calls us 
to account, we are taking account of 
ourselves. If alone on a desert, I am 
with myself. Such is the majesty of 
my soul that my consent to sin is a 
wrong, an affront to myself. Before 
my own tribunal I need to repent of 
what is wrong in my thought and deed. 

“If wrong-doing is such an affront to 
my own being, what must it be to His, 
before whom in His spotless purity, 
justice and love all things are naked 
and open?’ Among those definite acts 
or neglects of which we should repent, 
but which are liable to be overlooked, 
are, indifference to the fact that we 
have sinned; dealing with the little or 
great violations of our inner law, as of 
no account. Clearly conscious of wrong- 
doing, hushing convictions of con- 
science, not morbid but healthy, honest 
compunctions, going on as though there 
had been in our inner courtroom an 
unbroken silence or moral approval. 
Unrepented sin is ever repeated sin; 
there is need of repentance for the un- 
repentant; neglect of our sins dulls our 
sense of sin, but does not diminish our 
sin. 

“Indifference to redeeming love— 
slighted love is ,wounded love; the 
higher the being the deeper the wound. 
Such love as drew God to man does 
not lightly relinquish man’s love. In- 
difference to such love is cold ingrat- 
itude, and ingratitude for God's love is 
“a serious sin against God, and all sin 
calls for contrition. 

“Defrauding the Lord of His posses- 
sion in us and of our service for Him, is 
another but slightly-regarded sin. He 
who is a Christian may do this; he who 
is not a Christian must do it. But will 
aman rob God? Tes, he has this fear- 
“ul power, not only in tithes and offer- 
ings, but in the withholding of himself, 
his abilities, influence, allegiance. The 
building up of the kingdom of right- 
eousness is not the Christian’s work 
only, but man’s work as man. He who 
has no place, no plan, no interest. 
makes no effort, reserves no time for 
the Master, but lives as though there 
was no God, no soul; as if it was all 
of death to die, robs God and dishonors 
God. Many a one is thus defrauding 
the Most High; around them is a subtle 
moral mist which blinds to duty and to 
destiny. 

“Not least of overlooked sins is theirs 
who are indifferent to the life of oth- 
ers, in turning them away from eternal 
life, not only failing to enter in them- 
selves, but turning away those who are 
about to enter in. He who fails or re- 
fuses to stand for Christ, who withholds 
his own life from redeeming love, who 
teaches men that they need no Savior, 
has no light occasion for repentance. 
The more faultless in general bearing, 
the more pleasing in the sight of men, 
if he turns others from the path of life, 
the more fearful is his sin. In the light 
of what the Son of God has done for 
the salvation of man, is there any 
greater sinner than he who robs the 
Savior of a soul? or robs a soul of his 
Savior?” |

The greatest work ever accomplished 
was the atonement. is doctrine 
has filled the thought of man and the 
heart of God. It is the greatest won- 
der of time and will be the study of 
eternity. Earth's redemption songs 
would be meaningless without the 
music of Christ’s atonement. Without 
the atoning mercy of Jesus heaven’s 
anthems would be devoid of redemp- 
tion and even this Bible would offer 
no hope of salvation. The Bible is but 
one story, that of redemption from sin 
through the atonement of Jesus Christ. 
Hope in the Savior promised and faith 
in the atonement he would make was 
salvation’s story from the beginning 
as declared by God and voiced by His 
prophets, even to the cry of John the 
Baptist. From that time on the hope 
of the sinner has been in Christ. The 
invitation to repentance and redemp- 
tion is through Christ only and so con- 
tinues through the New Testament 
record. To the doctrine of the atone- 
ment there have been objections and 
by some who call themselves Christ’s

GREENBERRY’S REMAINS TAKB 
‘TO SANTA ANA.

respondence.) The remains of Henry, 
or Harry Greenberry, who was acci- 
dentally drowned last Friday at Bush- 
ard’s Bay, this county, have been 
brought to this city. The body washed 
ashore about three miles below where 
the boat was capsized Friday afternoon, 
and was found after the noon hour Sat- 
urday by two fishermen named Latelle 
and Blaylock. These men had heard of 
the drowning, and knowing the current 
to be very strong to the south, were on 
the lookout for the body, which they 
thought would likely come ashore in 
that neighborhod. Three other, men, 
coworkers with the deceased, were also 
patrolling the beach for miles below 
where the accident happened in the 
hoped that the angry waters would give 
up the dead, but they had passed far 
below before where the remains were 
cast up on the beach. This little party of 


way in the sad search for the drowned 
man until they reached Newport, when 
they disbanded. On their return home 
they learned that the body had been 
found, and ‘that the coroner had been 
sent for. It now transpires that young 
Greenberry’s brother does not live in 
Riverside; but it is thought that he lives 
somewhere in this State. The deceased 
had been heard to remark that he had 
‘a brother in this State, but as he did 
not give his address, and as there were 
no letters or papers on his person when 
he was found giving the address of any 
of his people the authorities do not 
know what to do with the remains, ex- 
cept to lay them to rest in the cemetery 
here and wait to hear something of the 
brother, or perchance some other rela- 
tive. Deputy Coroner. Mills states that 
the remains will be buried tomorrow 
(Monday,) unless instructions to the 
contrary-are received from some of his 
relatives. 
A .FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT.

MEMBERSHIP ROLL. 


All Buildings Crowded, Especially 

the Hospital—The New Company 
That is to be- Many Veteran 
Readers — Other Timely Home 
News Notes.

SOLDIERS’ HOME, Feb. 2.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) The Pacific branch 
now presents a more crowded condi- 
tion than ever before, in its eight 
years’ history, today’s roll-call show- 
ing a membership of even 1800. No 
Vacant beds have been reported in any 


department for many weeks past. 


Thirty-five men are sleeping on the 
floor, and even space for this latter 
tid has been exhausted. 
This pressure is more keenly felt in 
lack of hospital room than elsewhere 
in the home. Age increases the sus- 
ceptibility of the veteran to sickness 
and many have been admitted direct 
from the train upon their arrivals to 
the hospital. Of the 1463 members now 
present 176 are in the hospital and 
convalescent company. Maj. H. B. 
Hasse, chief surgeon, is daily and 
hourly exercised as to the frequent 
cha- and transfers made neces- 
Sary by want of room and the benefi- 
cial medical treatment that can possi- 
bly be given each patient under the 
existing conditions, The completion of 
the new barracks will somewhat re- 
lieve this congestion, but that ¢om- 
forting event is still in future.“ Mean- 
time worthy applicants will have to be 
turned away—as they daily have been 
to the great regret of Gov. Rowland.

VENTURA COUNTY. 


Market Reports, Matters Theatrical 
and Clam Digging. 


VENTURA, Feb. 2.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The best quotations for 
beans of all varieties indicate a gen- 
eral downward tendency in the local 
markets. The best information pro- 
curable leads to the conclusion that 
there is tn stock in this county at this 
writing about 900 cars of ten tons each, 
300 limas and 600 other varietfes, prin- 
cipally Lady Washingtons. There 
have been no large sales, and no dis- 
position is shown on the part of large 
holders to realize on their holdings. 
The representatives of the eastern 
houses refuse to contract for large lots 
and predict a big break in the market 
in the near future. Prices rule steady 
at the following figures, with no sales: 
Limas, $2.20 to $2.40; Lady Washing- 
tons, $1.40, with no heavy sales of rec- 
ord, owing to the fact that Sacramento 
Valley grades rule from 20 to 30 cents 
lower and are glutting the northern 
market, Other staple varieties rule as 
during the past month, with no large 
stocks to draw from. Taken as a 
whole, the market was never so dull 
at this season of the year. More rain 
in the near future will have a ten- 
dency to break: the market. Mean- 
while, bean farmers are breaking 
ground for the season of 96. with every 
indication pointing to a profitable sea- 


son. 

Wheat, barley and corn rule steady 
and in good demand. Ventura county 
wheat rules from 75 to 93 cents for Al 
grades. Barley, shipping, No. 1, 58 to 
63 cents. Feed, 55 to 56% cents, with 
no large offerings. Corn rules steady, 
large: yellow, 70 to 72% cents; white, 
63 to 67% cents. Local demand good. 
Shipments light, and no improvement 
in exports looked for. Dried fruit: 
Market steady, prices low with but 
small chance of improvement. Local 
holdings heavy, held principally for 
speculation by dealers. Apricots, 6 to 
7% cents, according to grade. Prunes, 
2% to 4 cents, according to grade. 
Peaches, very few to be had, 3 to 5 
cents, according to grade and variety. 
No sales in dried fruit in amount of rec- 


ord. 

Walnuts: Market very nearly cleaned 
up: no large holdings, and only small 
lots procurable, prices steady, from N 
to 9 for soft-shell, 6 to 6% for hard- 
shell, and 9 to 10 for paper-shell. Wool: 
No sales recorded, and no improve- 
ment looked for until Congress takes 
some decisive action on the tariff.
